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PRESS STATEMENT OF THE PRESIDENT 


After carefal and thorogh deliberation and upon 
the recommendation of the Secretary of the Interior, the . 
Secretary of Justice, the Secretary of National Defense, 
the Ciief of Constabulary and the governors of the pro- 
vinces of Central and Southern lason now being harragsed 
‘by lawless elements, I have boday declared the Hakbalahap, 
‘headed by Iuis Taxac, the the Pambansang Kaisahan Mangge- 
gawa, (PEM), headed by Mateo del Castillo, as illegal as 
sociations organised and maintained to commit scte of se-~ 
dition and other crimes, for the purpose of overthrowing 
our present government under the Constitution by wresting 
the reins of goverment from the lawfully~elected represent~ 
atives of the people ani establishing a goverment of their 
own, through force and intimidation. 

The Hakbalahap and the PKM are allied and cosplemantery 
associations. Although the former is directly charged with 
the undertaking of military operations, and the latter with 
the political, ecenenic and propaganda activities, they act 
jointly and in close collaboration. 

The leaders ami the menbers of these associations 
have been and are attempting to set up local goverments 
of their own, arrogating to themselves executive, legis- 
lative and judicial functions. They have pblicly taken 
up arms against the dovermment of the Republic and have 
openly defied government authority, fighting several pitch- 
battles with Constabalary and other agents of the lav. 

The jeperhs show that between April 28, 1916 and January 

23, 1918, the forces of the Hukbalahap had no less than 

95 encounters and skirmishes with the Goverment forces. 

The reports are replete with specific instances of anius- 

cade perpetrated by the Hukbalahaps on military police 

patrols. ‘That these activities follow a preconceived “EREE” 


plan laid dowm_by, the taaders of fhe.

Jane 25, 1946, which was found by the agents of the law 

in his premises, containing the following: 

"1, All squadrons are hereby ordered to 
attack all enemies, especially the MP's and guerrillas, 
wo that they will have fear and changes their mind and 
give up their posts. 

"2, It is hereby ordered that two squadrons, the 
famed 8-6, 5.5, or some men of Col. Bio Aquino, en- 
ter Manila to solve the problem in Manila.

Use bancas vis 
Calumpit, Hagonoy, until Navotes, Malabon, and then 
disperse.

"7, Receive instruction: from Gomrad Representa- 
tive Felec. Pampanga, Tarlac, and Bulacan have al~ 
ready received theirs.

They are endeavoring to remove part of the territory 
of the Philippines from the allegiance to our Joverneent 
avd ite laws. They are exacting taxes and are terrorizing 
Jaxdowners and their laborers to prevent them from eul- 
tivating their fares. They have committed amd are comit— 
dng countless crimes of murder, robbery, rape, argon and 
many other vidletions ef the public peace and openly ad- 
vocate mrder to attain their ends. So, in a circular 
issued by Mateo del Castillo, dated March 15, 1946, whieh 
was found by the agents of the law in the premises of said 
Madeo del Castillo, he enjoined his men as follews:

I have taken this action not without prolonged and 
most careful investigation. Although for many months I 
have been morally convinced of the illegal objectives of 
these two organizations, 1 have refrained from taking 
this step without sufficient evidence which might be 
satisfactory to the Filipino people. 

I believa in the right of association and the right 
goo of the people to group together for the purpose of 
achieving social or political reforms, or to petition for 

the redress of grievances in accordance with constiw- 
tional processes. These rights are guaranteed by the 
Constitution and I am determined to safeguard those 

rightea to the fullest extent compatible with the safety 

of the Rapublic. The evidence now in my possession, 
however, show beyond every reasonable doubt that the Huk~ 
balahap and the PKM, by their actions ani their propaganda, 
are purwuring clearly unlawful aims not only subversive in 
Snadbire but destructive of the very rights that they are 


claiming to exercise. ea; “ERE” 
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Their very existence is a defiance of the Cons ti- 
tution. ‘They wrasenly proclaim their allegiance to a 
foreign power. They consider themselves the enany of 
the Constitution and of the Goverment established under 
ibe 

The present declaration is a warning to the leaders 
and the seubers of the Hukbalahap and the POM organiza~ 
tions. It means that any active member of these organize- 
tions will be arrested and prosecuted before the courts. 
It also means that any person voluntarily giving assistance 
or Seoseeetion to these organizations or in any way giving 
thea aid or comfort will likewise be prosecuted. This 
declaration will also serve to instruct every peace of~ 
ficer to bring about the arrest of the leaders aud mexbers 
of these orgatizations. | 

The evidence supporting the conclusion that I have 
reached consists of various documents signed by leadera 
of these organisations captured from their headquarters, 
aworn statements by their members who have been arrested, 

- publications issued by them, and the reports submitted by 

the different agencies of the Government. This evidence 
aig in the possession of the Departnent of dustice. Some 


of the evidence and a summary of the others follow: 


FREE" 
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le An order, dated March 3, 1947, issued by the Chair 
wan of the Central Luzon Command, sets forth rules to govern 
the conduct of the members of tha lukbalahap, especially 
those entrusted with the commands of the Army, including rules 
to govern executions, and ends with the following exhortation: 

"Comrates 
"The muccessiul and victorious struggle 

that we should carry could be achieved only 

by the strict observance of strict revolutio- 

nary discipline. All rules formilated are for 

the achievement of victory in our atruggle. 
Let everyone of us observe with high rebolu- 

tionary spirit these rules.” (CIA-xhis. 12, 17.) 

2. The rebel organisations have also usupped and are 
ugurping judicial functions. ‘They have made arresta and im- 
posed ami executed sentences. They have pretended to settle 
or decide land disputes in the fomm of judicial decisions 
(GNa-Exh. 84). ‘They have a dockat of the cases to be tried. 
In this docket there appear a few casas wherein the death 
penalty was imposed and executed. The following are some of 
the cases listed:

On anbuscades perpetrated by the Hukbelahaps 
on military police patrols, the following may be cited: 

(1) On May 6, 1946, the LOth MPC Co. led by First 
lite Mamerto Lorenso while on patrol duty in the barrio 
af Santa Monica, Aliaga, Hueva Eoija, was anbushed and 
treacherously attacked by a band of woll-exmed dissidents 
or rebels. Ten enlisted men of the MP company were killed. 
First it. Maxerto Lorenso was captured and beheaded by the 

rebels. | 

(2) On June 6, 1916, detachment of MP's were aubushed 
by the Huke near the town of Pantabangan, Nueva Ecija. Two 
MP's were killed and 6 wore wounded. 

(3) Qn March 1h, 1947, @ jeep patrol with 5 EM of the 
19th MP Co. was ammushed and fired upon by an umietermimd 
namber of dissidents along the Hacienda Tuisita road near the 
Central. Private Norberto Beun was killed and the civilian 
driver of the jeep was wounded. 

(,) On April 10, 19h7, U, KM under the command of Lt. 
Pablo S. Crug, while on their way to investigate a heldup in 
the barrio of San Miguel ne Minti, Talavera, Nueva Ecija, 
were eubushed and fired upon by Hpks armed with 30~cal.iber 
rifles, machineguns, and grenades. Lt. Pablo Crus and Prt. 
Santiago Mercado wore Idilled and 6 others ware woumled, 

(5) On duly 2, 197, & jeep of the Oth MP Co. was 
anbushed by Huks at the barrio of Kealinbangbangan, Gabane- 
tuan, Hausva Boija. it. Jacinto Tabique ami Cpl. AntonLo 
Silvestre were icilled. 

(6) On duly 14, 1947, Sgt. Cabino Miguel ami Pvt. Cle- 
nente Mariano, while riding in a jeep on their way to the 
parrio ef Bibiclat, Aliaga, Nasva Eeija, were ambushed by 
Hoke headed by ono Tamag. Sgt. Gabino Miguel was kilbed asd 
Pyt. Glemente Mariano was wourled. 

(7) On daly 25, 1947, Sats. Salvador Gatehalian and 
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and instantly killed by the rebels about 5 kilometers 
from San lais, Paupanga. 

(8) On Angust 19, 1947, Capt. Jose Gamboa, First lt. 
Celestine Tanses, and Second 1+. Marciano Idsing, all fron 
the 193th Co., while riding in a Jeep following an armored 
car, were fived upon by a group af about 100 dissidents arsed 
with automatic rifles, Thompsons, ami Gerands and lined up on 
oth sides of Highray No 5 near the cenetery of fan Miguel, 
Malecen. First 14, Celestine Mansec and Second it, Marcia~ 
no Ideing were killed. 

(9) On September 5, 197, a jeep patrol of 6 EM with 
Sgt. Ballesterce of the 12th NP Co. was fired upon by about 
20 Huke areed with carbines and 30-caliber rifles in the 
parrio of San Isidro Mealapit, San Isidro, Nueva Eoija. Sgt. 
Ballesteros and Pvt. Albino Macaigue were wounded. 

(26) On Ogteber 3, 1947, Carling Maniques of Paluarte, 
Qapen, Mueva Eeija, and four others riding in his track, wre 
anbushed in the barrio of Santo Cristo, Gapan, Nueva Eoija. 
One Ramon Rance, 23 years old, was seriously wounded and later 
died in the Provincial Hospital of Nueva Ecija. 

INVASIONS OF TOWNS BY HUKEALAHAFS 

(6) Hake entered and raiged their flag ab Panhebengan, 
Waava Reije. In or about the month of June, 1946, Alejandro 
Viernes, aliag Stalin, Commander of Joint Ferces No. 108 with 
about 180 men, entered the town of Pantabangan, Nasva Ecija, 
ani raised their Hak flag Ser more than twenty-four hours. 

The municipal effictals did not offer any resiatance becawe 

of the gapertority in number of the Huks. After demanding from 
the civilians foodstuffs such as rice, chickens, goats, and 
carabecs, they left the ten, aimonishing the civilians always 
te support the Huk organisation. The MP forees umler Capt. | 
Fonciane Malili, 5-3, Capt. Federico ©. Olores, then Asst. &3, 
of Bueva Reija province, proceeded to Pantabangan with ferces 


of the 112th MP Co. under Capt Micanor Garcia, to verify the 
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information, but were not able to contact the dissidents at 
Pantabangan. ‘They proceeded to the barrio of Marikit, between 
Pantabangan and leur, where they engaged som dissidents. 

When our forces were on their way home, they ware pocketed by 
the dissidents at the signag road, but owing to the initiative 
of our forces, they were able to extricate themselves from their 
precarious position and were able to fire their mortars and 


Gal. 190 and .30 machineguns. Investigation mde on the fel 
of matte showed thet the Hulse suffered heavy casualties which 
was verified later to have been seven cartloads of dead men. 
(Special Report, FC, Musva Roija, dated February 23, 1918.) 

(2) Reid om the municipal. building of Majaviay, Legune, 
About 1000 hours, August 6, 1946, & group of more than 30 Rules 
under the leadership of Salvador Nolasco arsed with guns of 
different calibers raided the municipal building of Majayjay, 
laguna. They were able to get one Garand, one carbine, ont 
Thompson SMG, andi one pistol. They alao took one typewriter 
and stationery. (MR Laguna dated Sept. 2, 1916.) 

(3) Raid on the town proper of San Isidro, Nueva Bed.ja. 
An estimated 200 Huks raided San Isidro, Nueva Boija, town 
proper at 0200 hours, April 2, 1947. Said Huks burned houses 
at the southern part of the town. The dissidents were repulsed 
by the joint forces of the town policemen ani civilian guards 
until 000 hours when the Huks withdrew and dispersed. (WITR 
April 12, 19h7.) 

(4) Raid on the tom proper of Laur, Nueva Reija. About 
2100 hours, May 9, 1947, Huke mumbering around 100 under Lomboy 
ani Liwayway raided the town proper of leur and forced Municipal 
Treasurer Jose A. Viloria to open the treasury safe and 
obtained therefrom more than )600, Policeman Fermin Sanchen 
wan taken by the bandits with one Springfield rifle. Bandite 
robbed the townspeople of their money, personal belongings, 
vice, and carabaos. (WITR May 10, 197.)
